What It Is and What It Does 


Winnipeg Board of Trade is the largest and most representative body of its 
kind in the Dominion of Canada. This organization, 2,000 strong, is one of 
Winnipeg’s post-war innovations to avoid duplication of effort in the development of 
the City in the years that are to come. 


The Board of Trade is the spokesman for the City of Winnipeg. It is the clearing 
house for ideas—a centralized agency working every day for the betterment of Winnipeg; 
the promotion of new industries; development of our resources; advancement of art, 
music, education and all other phases of Community Building. 

In a hundred proper and effective ways the Board of Trade is working in the 
interests of Greater Winnipeg. The prime object of this great organization is to 
ascertain the sentiments of the public and to mold the majority expression of the people 
toward constructive work for the good of the City as a whole.

Good Music for Winnipeg 


A BOARD OF TRADE OBJECT 

There are many factors that contribute to the upbuilding of the life of a community. 
One of the most important of these is good music. Music of all kinds affects the feelings, 
and the feelings aroused depend upon the character of the music that is sung, played or 
listened to from day to day. Those who live in an atmosphere of jazz and rag time must 
of necessity lose their seriousness of thought, their sense of repose, their unity of purpose. 
Those who are privileged to listen to classical compositions, properly rendered, become chaste 
in their sympathies, refined in their tastes, noble in their ambitions. That whieh touches 
the feelings, moulds the whole life. 

It is the purpose of the Board of Trade to assist in making Winnipeg a musical city. 
It will aim to do this in two ways. First of all it will encourage the development of home 
talent. Since the days of the Appolo Club, twenty years ago, there was no regularly 
established orchestral society of a permanent nature, until about two years ago. The praise¬ 
worthy efforts of those who organized the Winnipeg Orchestral Society deserve recognition. 
One of the first concerns of the Board of Trade will be to assist this society so that it may 
minister to the needs of the community. At the same time, such choral societies as may .be 
associated with it, or which may be working independently, will be encouraged in like 
manner. It is felt that the co-operation of the musical forces of the city is the first step 
to musical development. 

The second effort of the Board of Trade will be put forth in bringing to the city great 
musicians—individuals and organizations—so that ideals of excellence may be placed before 
our own musicians and the public. Already something of value has been done in bringing 
here the Minneapolis Symphony Orchestra and other orzanizations of like nature, and perhaps 
quite as much has been done through the coming to the city of a great master like Heifetz. 

It is the puipose of the Board of Trade to cotinue its encouragement of music in the 
two lines indicated, until Winnipeg is the most musical city on the continent.
